verse.  Oviform  with  cylindrical  neck  and  back.  Spout 
repaired. 

2.  Independence  pitcher,  Liverpool : “Washington  with  Maps 

& Symbols,”  “Liberty  Emblem  & Verse”  (chipped  and 
hair  crack). 

3.  Marine  pitcher,  Liverpool : “The  Shipwright’s  Arm,”  “Ship 

Caroline,”  “James  Leech,”  “Eagle  & Stars”  (spout  slight- 
ly repaired). 

4.  Washington  pitcher,  Liverpool,  symbolic  reserve : “Apoth- 

eosis,”’ “Schooner,”  “Symbolic  Eagle”  (spout  broken). 

5.  Romantic  pitcher,  Liverpool : “Pastoral  Felicity,”  “After 

Marriage,”  “Juvenile  Group.” 

6.  Washington  pitcher,  Liverpool : “Washington  in  Glory,” 

“Peace,  Plenty  and  Independence,”  “Symbolic  Eagle” 
(hair  cracks). 

7.  Marine  pitcher,  Liverpool : “Schooner,”  “Peace,  Plenty  and 

Independence,”  “Symbolic  Eagle.” 

8.  Copper  lustre  pitcher  with  golden  brown  collar.

baluster  shape  (slight  hair  cracks). 

12.  Silver  resist  coffee  pot,  probably  Liverpool ; floral  motifs  in 

white.  (Knob  broken  off.  Slight  chips  to  rim.) 

13.  Pitcher,  Liverpool ; “Washington,”  “Lafayette,”  “Eagle 

Emblem”  (cracked  and  chipped). 
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14.  Pitcher,  pale  blue  and  white  cameo : “Washington,” 

“Frankl,”  “Eagle.”  Probably  Ridgeway  after  Wedgwood. 

15.  Pitcher,  copper  lustre  with  golden  bands.  Staffordshire. 

16.  Pitcher,  copper  lustre  with  red  body  and  black  and  white 

reserves;  “Cornwallis,”  “Lafayette,”  “Fruit  Trophy.” 
Probably  Liverpool.  Very  rare. 

17.  Pitcher,  copper  lustre,  raised  flower  spray  on  neck  in  colors. 

Probably  Bristol.  (Cracked.) 

18.  Tea  pot,  light  copper  lustre  with  canary  yellow  decorated  in 

figures,  ruins  and  emblems.  Probably  Bristol.  Exceed- 
ingly rare.

61.  Case  No.  1 — European  Porcelain. 

1.  French  tea  service.  Empire  period,  probably  made  at  the 
Sevres  factory.  Pure  white  china  with  apple  green  and 
gilt  lines  and  motifs,  each  displaying  a different  classic 
bust,  reminiscent  of  Grecian  mythology : — 

Coffee  pot  Creamer 

Tea  pot  W'aste  bowl 

Covered  sugar  bowl  Eleven  cups  and  saucers. 


A Maximilian  tea  cup  and  saucer,  almost  similar  but 
■with  crest  and  monogram.  No  bust. 

It  is  an  exception  to  find  a service  of  this  character  in- 
tact,— probably  not  in  frequent  use. 
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2.  A pair  ornate  vases,  probably  Worcester,  late  eighteenth  cen- 

tury. In  the  form  of  entwined  cornucopias  with  raised 
foliage,  berries  and  nautical  shells,  also  hand  painted 
floral  sprays.  The  bodies  are  in  apple  green,  white  and 
gold,  while  naturalistic  colors  enliven  the  detail.  Rare 
and  choice  specimens. 

3.  A pair  tall  ornate  vases,  lily  shape,  early  nineteenth  century; 

milk  white  on  crystal,  richly  cut,  hand  painted  flowers, 
and  fancy  gilt  detail.  (One  chipped.) 

4.  A vase,  pate  sur  pate,  white  and  gilt  with  green  bodies  and 

classic  figures  in  cameo  or  parian  character. 

5.  Five  small  plates,  pink  lustre,  Sunderland  type. 

6.  Six  small  plates,  polygon. 

7.  Pair  silver  resist  vases  in  relief  vine  motifs  on  cream. 

8.  A tea  cup  and  saucer;  a rare  specimen  of  Bristol  ware, 

pineapple  decoration  in  golden  brown,  green  and  blue.
